represented in the General Assembly:

Section 5. The Election Code is amended by changing Section

29-9 as follows:

(10 ILCS 5/29-9) (from Ch. 46, par. 29-9)

Sec. 29-9. Unlawful observation of voting. Except as

permitted by this Code, any person who knowingly marks his

ballot or casts his vote on a voting machine or voting device

so that it can be observed by another person, and any person

who knowingly observes another person lawfully marking a ballot

or lawfully casting his vote on a voting machine or voting

device, shall be guilty of a Class 4 felony. Notwithstanding

the provisions of this Section, any person may photograph his

or her ballot and share the photographs of his or her ballot

with other persons.
